The four East Side gangland fig­ 
ures and a fifth conspirator already 
held as a hint r n a I witness in the 
case face arraignm ent before a U. 
S. commissioner today. 
They will 
be charged with conspiring to ob­ 
struct justice in arranging the April 
5 sneak attack which took the labor 
colum nist’! eyesight.
